i . To maty the Globe LooJqng-glaff? 

TAke Quickfilver, Marchafite of Silver, each Three 
Ounces, Tin and Lead , each half an Ounce j 
theie Two firft throw on the Marchafite, and kft of all 
the Quickfilver, ftir them well together, but they muft 
be taken from the Fire, and be towards cooling before 
the Quickfilver be added j let your Glafs be well warm- 
ed, then pour out the Mixture, and roll it from fide to 
fide. 

Note % This will do alfo when cold, but 'tis bed when 
the Glafs is heated and very dry. 

Note alfo, That if at the Glafs Houfe, your Ball be 
of Yellow Glafs, then all will (hine like Gold* 
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2. To Faint aGlobe-Glafs, or any other, in Mar- 
ble Colons 



'Irit grind well upon a Stone (bme Minium for Red. 
2, /Wix Curcum&t or rather Cerujfa Citrina for 
Yeilow, 

3* Smalt for Blew. 

4. Verdegreafe for Gteen. 

5. €erujfe> or Chalk, for White. 

Which being all feparately wrought in Oyl, take a 
Brufe of Hogs Hair, mix in any of the (aid Colours, and 
k will, being rowled in your Hand, fcatter the fame upon 
the Glafs ; then with your Pencil work them together 
as you think fit; and laftly, fling a little Meade amongft 
them, which covers all. 

3. Tfo Vtagic\ Lanthorn. 

THere are every where made of thefe Lanthorns to 
reprefent and magnifie Figures upon a Wall, but 
then 'tis only in the Dark, wherefore to give Variety of 

Ooiours, 

Take Oyl of Spike, and therein mix the ieveral Co- 
lours, wherewith you will have your Glafs to be ftain'd, 
paint them finely on, they dry prefently, and penetrate 
any daft. 



4, Phofphorus

*Ake Lapis Smaragdi Mineralis (fuch as is found in 
the Mines of Saxony) and beat it into a very fine 
Powder, 

If you ftrew this very fine on any Metal, and in any 
Figure, and fee the Plate on any hot Coals, in a fltcrt 
time you will perceive in the Dark, a Light to fhine, 
which will (faith my Author) laft as long as you conti- 
nue the hot Coals, and if you beat out the Fire, it mav 
do again for once or twice, but then the Vertue will 
fade. 



V. Part of Two Letters from Dr. Cay, to Dr. 
Martin Lifter, Fellow of the Colledge of Phy- 
sicians and Royal Society ; concerning fome 
Mineral Waters. 

Had a Mineral Water fent me, not long fince, by 
Mr. Duncan ( a Surgeon in Alnfekk^ pretty well 
known for his Skill in his own Profeifion) which he de- 
fired me to examine, and give him an account of. Ac- 
cordingly I fir ft try'd it after the ufual manner, with 
Galls, and found it tarn d almoft quite Black, though k 
had been brought at kali Thirty Miles by Land* carnage 
from Eglingham in Northumberland : But if this deep 
Colour was iomewhat of a Surprize to me (for it was 
deeper than that of any atrameotous Water,' I had ever 
met with before) yet you'll eaialy imagine, that I was 
much more furpriz'd to find, alter I bad flowiy, in a 
Glafs, evaporated more than one half of this Wat-er 5 chat
